Frida Kahlo (1907-1954) had 
begun to paint in October, 1925, 
while recuperating from a horrific 
streetcar accident which left her 
disabled for life. Frida met Diego 
Rivera in 1927 while he was 
painting murals at her school and 
showed him some of her early 
paintings. Frida was one of the 
few girls to attend the prestigious 
private academy where she was 
preparing to become a doctor. 

After nearly a two year affair, 
they married on August 21, 1929 
when Frida was 22 years old. She 
was 5° 3” and weighed 98 pounds. 
Diego was 20 years her senior and 
weighed over 300 pounds. Her pet 
name for Diego was Sapo, the 
frog. The story of their tempestu- 
ous marriage has become legend- 
ary and with the newly released 
“Frida” movie, there 1s a renewed 
interest in her life as an artist and 
acuivist, 

There are two ways to ex- 
plore the Mexico City of Frida 
and Diego. The first is to visit the 
sites where they developed their 
renown, and the second Is to visit 
the image of Frida as seen through 
the imagery of the many Diego 
Rivera murals.

get Office's figures for a “war” on 
Iraq. Indirect costs are real, hard 
dollars taken from the taxpayer's 
wallet. 

This perspective seems to be 
substantiated by the non-partisan, 
national watchdog organization, 
Taxpayers for Common Sense 
(MGS). TES: iS dedicated: to 
“cutting wasteful spending and 
subsidies” and warned on Novem- 
ber Ist that “cost estimates on the 
potential invasion and occupation 
of Iraq are alarmingly low and 
ignore major costs to taxpayers.” 

Where else will the cost of the 
prospective war be paid for than 
by acombination of increasing the 
deficit and cutting back on the 
domestic budget? It is a reason- 
able question to ask if deciding to 
attack and occupy an impover- 
ished Third World nation 6.000 
miles from our borders ts worth 
the cost of moreahan doubling our 
national debt in the first three 
months and eliminating entire 
segments of the current domestic 
budget for education and health 
care issue for years to come. 

“The analogy would be to 
make a decision to buy a new car 
ona five year term of credit and 
believe that it will only cost what 
was listed on the window 
sticker.” 


T.CS. President Heasley 
added that war “could have ma- 
jor implications on spending at 
home. Efforts to save social se- 
curity, pay for prescription drug 
benefits and education initiatives, 
and to increase domestic Security 
will be severely affected. We de- 
serve to know what sacrifices we 
will need to make at home in or- 
der to fund the war.”

ing these “wars” in Afghanistan, 
in Iraq, possibly in Korea, perhaps 
even in China, will absolutely cost 
the lives of American husbands, 
daughters, and grandsons. There 
is no question that there will be 
human casualties of the “war.” 

There is some disagreement 
about including the indirect costs 
of war. The cause and effect for 
all deficit decisions requires that 
at least part of these be consid- 
ered. What will happen to oil 
prices? What will happen to the 
recession, to unemployment 
rates? What will happen to the 
deficit? What about retirement 
funds, including social security? 
How will it affect the stock mar- 
ket and foreign markets? 

Even more difficult is calcu- 
lating the “intangible” costs of 
declaring a new “war.” For ex- 
ample, the Census Bureau re- 
ported last week that 1.3 million 
more Americans entered the pov- 
erty lines last year, and the bot- 
tom 5% of the population now 
shares the smallest portion of the 
economic pie in over twenty 
years. 

So. can the U.S. afford to pay 
for improving national security, a 
war on terrorism, rebuilding Af- 
ghanistan, maintaining the do- 
mestic health, and financing a war 
with Iraq — all at the same time? 

House Budget Committee 
member, Congressman John 
Spratt (South Carolina). 1s 
worried: “We need some kind of 
budget plan to assume...and de- 
fray these costs over a reasonable 
period of time as opposed to add- 
ing them up to the national credit 
card and increasing national debt. 
and making itever more difficult 
to get... back into surplus.” 

After expressing the feelings 
of anger and vengefulness that 
naturally emerged with the sick- 
ening violation of 9-11, taxpay- 
ers will have to consider the sig- 
nificant long-term consequences 
of the actions taken by govern- 
ment leadership. 

It is our responsibility, no one 
else’s. It is our money. It is our 


debt.
